BSSNIKOTON. VI, Aug. 19.— Ihe cer- 


emony of dedicating the monument 
erected to commemorate the battle of 
BenoingtoQ crowded this little town to 
overflowing today, Tho presence of 
President Utrriaon and members of 
hia cabinet, BO noil u the governors of 
three or four btttoe, gave the event a 
more than local interest. It bronght 
people from all paiti of the United 
State*, but particularly from the New 
England states, to witness iad tike 
part in the oeremony. 
Probably in tho 


whole history of Bennington, no such 
distinguished gathering will be held 
here again. 
At 
the 
encampment 


grounds around the soldiers home, the 
interest was centered during the early 
part of the day. Tho soldier boys were 
arousd by the reviel'e oill before six 
o'clock. The crowd was up with the 
soldiers and at the break of dawn the 
Btteets began to assume a lively appear- 
anoe and the roads leading into town 
commenced to empty their stream of 
carriages and wagons into the oamp 
grounds. Every private, as well as 


mortwlks was the inscription: "Mollie 
BUrk was not widowed," and the dates 
"1791" and "1777." 


An enormous crowd filled the street 


from otlfb to uutb and the advance 
guard cleared the way flowly. The 
house* on both sides of the (street hod 
been decorated profusely with flags and 
bunting and elands hat! been meted on 
all of the graceful green lawos from 
which the good people of Beimingtou 
and their friends wave a welcome to the 
ohief magistrate and his escort. 


At the junction of north streete was 


the crowning decoration of the ooca- 
olon. A huge aroh iu imitation of ma- 
sonry has been thrown across Main 
street. 
Aorote the top of this aroh 


stood a line of little girls whose sweet 
childish voices broke out into the "Star 
Spangled Banner" as the head of the 
procession oame in sight. Above them, 
over the Keystone arob, stood the figure 
of the Goddess of Liberty. Below were 
ranged thirteen of Bennington'a -pret- 
tiest girls holding the shields ol the 
thirteen original states. 


As tbe President passed under tho 


arob, a shower of flowers fell from the 
lands of the young girls, sprinkling his 
carriage and fell all about it.

eyery publio house in Bennington was 
crowded last night and many slept in 
lawns, while hundreds were glad to find 
sleeping quarters in tents, which afford- 
ed little protection from tho chilly 
night air. The first of the special 
trains was not duo before 8 o'clock, but 
wagon roads brought a very large acces- 
sion jta the multitude in the town before 
that hour, and when the first train ar- 
orrived the gaily decorated btreets were 
well Qlled. Tbe principal interest was 
in tho arrival of the president and his 
party, who had epent the night at the 
home of General J. O. MoOulIough, at 
North Bennington, five miles away. 


The carriage which had been provided 


for the president was drawn by four 
white horses with plumes of red, white 
and bine iu their head stalls. 


Tho etirt from North Bennington wi 


made shortly after 8 o'clock, bnt being 
slow it was after 9 whon the little pro- 
cession 
reached, the soldiers' home, 


when tbe carriages drew up aud the 
president, with the assistance of Gov- 
ernor Page, left his carriage and entered 
the governor's parlor. 


In tho meantime, the militia forces 


had been assembling on the parade 
giound without. The corps of cadets 
From West Point accompanied by the 
Post band had arrived on a special train 
and had matched to the place of assem- 
bly, and a number of Grand Army posts 
and regulars, of Partiarohs Militant were 
drawn up on different parts of the 
parade grounds.

William L. Greenleaf, the chief marshal, 
and his staff, mounted in front of Gen- 
eral Greenleaf's tent at the end of the 
parade 
grounds, and tho marshals' 


orderlies rode backwards and forward 
across the parade ground, carrying 
orders to the marshals of different divi- 
sions. The hour fixed for starting the 
parade was 10 o'clock, but it wss nearly 
10:30 when the lost report from the
